EX-PRES YUN PO-SUN, IN PINAL PLEA WED, ACCUSED COURT TRYING

PRES PARK. TOLD COURT DID NOT THINK DEPENDENTS INCRIMINATED 
SELVES BY ISSUING MYONGDONG DECLARATION, SINCE IT "ALL 
TOO NATURAL' FOR PEOPLE ASK THEIR GOVT CORRECT WRONGS 
THEY SEE (REUTER, SEOUL 8/1 1).

REP WOLFF (D-NY) SAID AT PRESS CONE 8/1 1 THAT CHINESE 
CLAIMS OF COMMON MIL THREAT FROM SOVIETS SHOULD PLAY NO 
ROLE IN US DECISION NORMALIZE RF.LS W/PRC. STATED HE DID 
NOT BELIEVE RELATIONSHIP BASED MERELY ON COMMON ADVER- 
SARY "CAN SURVIVE TIME OR CHANGE." ALSO NOTED PRC OFFI- 
CIALS CHIDED DELEGATION, WHICH VISITED APRIL 76, ABOUT
